The rainfall 
since then has been Jess than normal, 
and frequent additional rains wilt be 
required forjan average yield 

Cutworms have caused some dam. 
age, particularly in Central Alberta, 
but their activity period is almost 
over. Grasshoppers have been 
hatching in Southern Alberta, but 
are reported to be well under con. 
trol, 


The average condition of Al- 
berta's wheat crop is given at 90% 
of normal, and soil moisture now 
stands at 819% of normal.
